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MAN DIED AFTER 
SITTING ON RAIL

TRIBUTES have been paid to a former 
Muswell Hill schoolboy and talented 
sportsman who died after being electro¬ 
cuted on a Tube track on the Northern line. 

George Dicker, 26, a former pupil at Fortismere 
School, in Tetherdown, and nearby Tetherdown Pri¬ 
mary, was killed after he sat on a “live rail” con¬ 
taining a DC current of 630 volts. 

Former school friends and fellow players at High- 
gate Cricket and Lawn Tennis Club, off Park Road, 
Hornsey, have paid tribute on Facebook. 

One schoolfriend said of his sporting ability: 
“Whatever he turned his attention to he would 
devote himself to it, and as result would be among 
the best, but not once did he ever rub faces in 
his talent.” 

Another friend said George loved climbing things 
including, on one occasion, the side of a ferry in the 
middle of the Channel. He also once ran the entire 
length of Midhurst Avenue, Muswell Hill, along the 
rooftops, said the friend. 

An inquest heard last week how George was hit 
by a train following his death and had to be identi-

He suffered from schizophrenia and was paranoid 
about voices coming from the TV He had taken an 
overdose of anti-psychotic medication the week 
before his death, although he had said afterwards 
this had been an attention-seeking act rather than a 
suicide attempt. 

Despite the inquest finding that his death was 
“accidental,” his sister-in-law Juliet Holton will be 
raising money for the charity Papyrus, which pre¬ 
vents suicide in young people when she runs the 
Brighton Marathon in George’s memory next year. 

George’s mother Genevieve Wilcox said more 
than £1,500 had been raised at his funeral for 
the charity Go Provence, which provides holidays 
for people with learning disabilities/difficulties 
and autism. 

She said her mind and body had “gone into lock- 
down” following the tragedy, which occurred after 
George was captured on CCTV venturing on to the 
overland tracks near his flat in Woodside Park 
Road, Whetstone, at 9pm on May 9. His body was 
found in the early hours of the following day. 

Mrs Wilcox said: “He’ll be remembered by many 
people as a happy, cheeky, shy boy and I am glad if 
that helps them. It helps me, too.”

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Commuter concern at 
timetable change plan

COMMUTERS in Enfield have launched a petition against 
timetable changes which would see their train service 
dramatically cut at peak times. 

Grange Park residents are furious over Great Northern’s 
proposals to slash the number of trains by a third during the 
morning rush hour. 

Nicola Jefferson, from Grange Park, who started the peti¬ 
tion, said: “I work in Victoria and use that service every day 
- along with lots of others. 

“Not a lot of people know about these proposals, so we 
have launched the petition to give people a voice and to 
raise awareness.” 

Grange Park station is between Winchmore Hill and 
Enfield Chase stations on the Great Northern line and - if 
the changes are approved - it would have a reduced peak 
hour service from 2018. 

Mrs Jefferson added: “It doesn’t seem logical to reduce 
the number of trains in areas where there has been a huge 
increase in the number of commuters. 

“We are asking that they increase the number of trains in 
the mornings.” 

According to National Rail, journeys at Grange Park have 
risen from 182,000 in 2004 to 405,000 last year. 

Govia Thameslink Railway, which operates Great North¬ 
ern, is having a timetable shake-up to “improve services” 
from Moorgate to Gordon Hill on the Hertford North loop. 

The company said that even though it was suggesting a 
morning peak hour reduction, there would be more trains to 
Grange Park throughout the day and on Saturdays. 

Great Northern spokesman Roger Perkins said: “This 
proposal for the morning peak was based on our 
understanding of passenger demand and the need to spread 
train loadings out across services that have different station 
stopping patterns.

“It was also suggested as a way to help introduce the over¬ 
all increase of trains into and out of Moorgate at the very 
busiest times of the day that allows us to run a third more 
trains on the Hertford loop and to reduce journey times for 
those travelling from north of Gordon Hill - and also to 
ensure that these services do not get too overcrowded. 

“However, the consultation is just that - a consultation - 
and we will be reviewing everything people are telling us. 

“We want our passengers to help us shape their future 
train service which we intend to improve for as many 
people as possible.”

Police probe 
shooting of 
22-year-old 

A 22-YEAR-OLD man was gunned 
down on an Edmonton street in 
what is believed to have been a 
drive-by shooting. 

Armed police from the Met 
Police’s Trident firearms team, 
which deals with gang-related gun 
crime attended the incident outside 
a parade of shops in Mottingham 
Road at 5pm last Tuesday. 

The victim was discovered with a 
gunshot wound to his leg. He was 
taken by ambulance to the Royal 
London Hospital, in east London. 
His injuries were described by 
police as not life-threatening. 

A neighbour who lives close to the 
scene of the shooting, who didn’t 
want to be named, said: “I heard 
that two people on motorbikes 
drove up and aimed shots at 
somebody. We heard that he was 
walking along the parade.” 

Police have arrested three people 
in connection with the incident. Two 
of them, both 18, were arrested on 
suspicion of possessing an offensive 
weapon and have been bailed to 
return to Wood Green police station 
on December 20. 

Police are seeking two other men, 
aged 19 and 20, in relation to an 
offence of grievous bodily harm 
with intent. Witnesses or anyone 
with information are being asked to 
call 101 or contact Crimestoppers, 
anonymously, on 0800 555 111.

STANDING six foot, nine inchess tall 
in his stockinged feet, former star of 
American basketball John Amaechi is a 
towering presence. 

And the first black British player to 
have a successful career in the sport 
in the US, as well as the first to 
openly admit he is gay, made a big 
impression when he visited an Enfield 
school last week to give sixth-formers a 
motivational talk. 

The students at Kingsmead secondary 
school, in Southbury Road, listened 
intently as the 45-year-old - who retired 
from the NBA (National Basketball 
Association) in 2003, having played two 
seasons with Florida team Orlando 
Magic, turning down a reputed $20mil- 
lion offer to join Los Angeles Lakers - 
spoke about the key qualities to 
“achieve great things”. 

Since leaving the sport he has trained 
as a psychologist and offers performance 
coaching and mentoring, as well as bas¬ 
ketball training to hopeful youngsters. 

His visit last Wednesday was just 
hours after the US presidential election 
result and he started his talk by describ¬ 
ing it as a “terrible day”. 

“I suddenly realised at three o’clock 
this morning that the world got more 
hostile,” he said. 

“The most powerful man in America 
says he needs to build a wall to keep the 
scary brown people out.” 


Mr Amaechi asked students to raise a 
hand if they aspired to be something 
“big” - and rows of them shot up in 
the air. 

But success, he said, didn’t come 
without hard graft. 

“There is a fee to be paid for greatness 
- a key to a door if you want something 
remarkable - you need focus, effort and 
execution,” he explained. 

He provided students with inspira¬ 
tional slogans for them to achieve their 
potential when they leave school. 

“If what you want is at the top - 
everyday, every moment is a decision to 
step up or take a step down,” he said/ 

He admitted that those who were 
“ruthless” in their pursuit of success 
might not achieve what they really want. 

“Make sure you get success in the 
right way, ” he advised. 

Speaking about the fame of being a 
highly paid basketball star and the deci¬ 
sion to turn down the $20m Lakers 
move, he said: “There’s not a day goes 
by where I don’t think about Los Ange¬ 
les, sunshine and the money, but I’m a 
man of principle and there’s nobody 
who can doubt I’m a man of my word. 
And at some point that counts.” 

Sharing his sexuality with the public 
and coming out as gay after he had 
retired from the game was a decision he 
made after he had built up a high 
enough profile as a basketball player. 

“I wanted to make sure that when I did 
come out it meant something. That was 
the goal,” he added.

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Criticism triggers rethink on library

FLAWED plans for the new Enfield Highway Library are 
being reconsidered following a wave of criticism about 
the design. 

The detailed plans unveiled at a meeting of Enfield 
Council on Wednesday last week show that library 
provision at the Hertford Road site would be slashed by 
75 per cent. 

Instead the borough’s main sexual health clinic will 
be sharing the ground floor with the adult and 
children’s library. 

And there will be a drug and alcohol treatment centre 
for young people on the first floor. 

Enfield Highway Library was closed in May to be 
remodelled and to make way for a public health 
services department. 

The changes were part of plans by the council to raise 
money by allowing other businesses and organisations to 
share library space and pay part of the leases in the wake 
of government cuts. 


Shadow cabinet member for leisure and libraries 
Dogan Delman said: “The plans were so poorly thought 
through that I could not believe the council was bringing 
them forward. 

“How can it be right that the size of the library is cut by 
75 per cent with no justification? It’s simply not 
good enough. 

“There are also clear concerns that have to be 
answered about placing a sexual health clinic next to a 
children’s library. 

“People living in Enfield Highway deserve better.” 

The four biggest libraries - Enfield Town, Edmonton 
Green, Palmers Green and Ordnance Road community 
hub - will become “flagship libraries” and will extend 
their opening hours to seven days a week while undergo¬ 
ing redevelopments. 

A spokesman for the council said: “No planning 
application has been received or withdrawn for Enfield 
Highway Library. 

“The existing plans for Enfield Highway Library are 
being reconsidered and will be referred back to cabinet 
for a final decision.” 


Campaigners welcome mansion’s inclusion in post-war drama 


CAMPAIGNERS hoping to open 
a museum at Trent Park have 
welcomed the mansion’s starring 
role in a new BBC TV drama 
from acclaimed director Stephen 
Poliakoff. 

The Trent Park mansion features 
in the seven-part post-war thriller 
Close to the Enemy, which is 
centred on a scramble to recruit a 
top German scientist to help the 
RAF build the jet engine. 

The first episode was screened 
last Thursday. 

Mr Poliakoff said the initial idea 
for the series came “when I was 


finding out about all these scientists 
being grabbed literally off the 
streets of Germany on an industrial 
scale by the Allies at the end of 
the war.” 

He added: “Some were Nazis 
guilty of serious crimes, but they 
were given new identities by 
the Allies.” 

Trent Park is shown in the drama 
as a place where wartime secrets 
are concealed, although it was not 
used as a location. 

Its real history as a listening post 
has only recently been revealed. 
Recording equipment was 


concealed in the rooms where 
top-ranking German prisoners of 
war were held. 

It is rumoured that Hitler’s 
one-time number two Rudolph Hess 
was held there - but government 
papers about his time in Britain 
remain classified. 

The team behind a planned 
museum at the site as part of a 
proposed housing development said 
it could help put it on the map. 

Jason Charalambous, who chairs 
the new Trent Park Museum Trust, 
said: “It absolutely helps having a 
director the calibre of Stephen 


Poliakoff feature Trent Park. It 
highlights the historical significance 
and raises people’s awareness of 
the house.”

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All Saints offers cold 
comfort for homeless

AS the temperature takes a nosedive 
rough sleepers can take shelter - by 
spending the night in church. 

All Saints, in Church Street, Edmon¬ 
ton, is taking part in the Winter Night 
Shelter scheme to provide food and shel¬ 
ter for homeless people. 

It is one of seven churches in the bor¬ 
ough operating a shelter which will run 
for 13 weeks from January 4. 

Parishioner and one of the two coordi¬ 
nators David Bayton said: “Last year was 
the first year we did it here and it was a 
real eye-opener. People were apprehen¬ 
sive about what it would involve. 

“You tend to think the guests will 
be men in rags, who have drink problems, 
but they are people like you and me 
who have fallen on hard times, for what¬ 
ever reason. 

“We all became really close and by the 
end of the three months it was quite 
upsetting when it all came to an end.” 


Rough sleepers have the option of 
going to a Crisis charity centre at Christ¬ 
mas, so the All Saints winter night shel¬ 
ter begins in January, when many are 
back on the streets. 

Guests are referred by outside agencies 
- they can’t just turn up at the door - and 
must be free of drugs and drink when 
they are there. 

The men and women are given a home- 
cooked evening meal and then chat with 
volunteers before turning in for the night 
on inflatable beds with clean sheets. The 
next morning there’s breakfast - things 
they don’t get sleeping on the streets. 

Fellow co-ordinator Anne-Marie 
Sanderson said: “There’s so much stigma 
involved with homeless people. But a 
lot of the people here last year had jobs 
and were really struggling to survive 
after being kicked out of their private 
rented accommodation. 

“It makes you realise it really can 
happen to anybody at any time. 

“I have a support network and could 
move in with family or friends if I lost my 


house, but a lot of people don’t have 
that support.” 

Guests are encouraged to save half 
their income, if they have jobs, while 
staying at the shelter and are helped by 
the Pilion Trust, an anti-poverty charity, 
which tries to break the cycle and get 
them back on their feet. 

Anne-Marie added: “You can’t solve 
the problem, but by volunteering you are 
doing something tangible to help. 

“A lot of the guests spend all day every 
day on the street and have nowhere to go. 

“It must wear you down, never sleeping 
properly, always watching your back. 
So this is a slice of normality, a chat if 
they want to, some food and somewhere 
safe to sleep.” 

Volunteers are split half and half 
between people who are parishioners and 
those who are not. 

They set up the beds, do laundry, cook 
and spend time with guests - and the 
night shelter needs more of them.

Tottenham 
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Labour outcast 
gives charity his 
£609 allowance

AN Enfield councillor who was expelled from 
the Labour Party following his second criminal 
conviction claims he is making amends by donat¬ 
ing his allowance to charity. 

Nesimi Erbil has pledged the £609 monthly 
allowance paid to each councillor to Citizens 
Advice Enfield, which offers free advice to the 
borough’s residents on housing, employment and 
immigration issues. 

The Lower Edmonton ward councillor said he 
would not resign, but would carry on as an inde¬ 
pendent member until his term comes to an end 
in May 2018. 

Mr Erbil, 47, of Nightingale Road, Edmonton, 
joined the Labour Party as a teenager and has 
been a member for 30 years. 

He said: “I have decided to give my money to 
the disabled people and poor children of Enfield. 

“As a councillor, lots of my residents come to 
me with problems about their housing, jobs, 
debts. This charity in Ponders End is really good. 

It really helps people and that’s why I am giving 
my money to them. 

“I also hope it will be a signal to other council¬ 
lors to do the same.” 

In September 2014, Mr Erbil received a 
four-week prison sentence suspended for a 
year at Southwark Crown Court for fraud after 
he was caught taking passengers across London, 
rather than in the four boroughs for which he 
was licensed. 

Two months ago, he came under fire again 
after receiving a suspended six-week prison sen¬ 
tence at Highbury Corner Magistrates’ Court 
after he was convicted of a public order offence 
for allegedly swearing at an off-duty policeman 
who pulled him over for allegedly using a mobile 
phone while he was driving.

Terry Neville, the leader of the Tory group 
on the council, made renewed calls for Mr Erbil 
to resign. 

He said: “Plainly, it does not matter what he 
does with the money. He is dishonest and not fit 
to stand as a councillor.” 

Mr Erbil’s convictions do not warrant disquali¬ 
fication from office under UK law which only 
applies to those sentenced to three months or 
more in prison. 


GPs’ surgeries recognised 
for providing online data 


A HEALTH watchdog has 
launched an award for doctors’ 
surgeries in Enfield which pro¬ 
vide useful healthcare informa¬ 
tion online while helping to save 
the NHS money. 

Patient group Healthwatch 
Enfield has awarded its new 
quality standard to 35 surgeries 
which offer health information 
online to help patients save time 
and cut costs. 

The service can help save up 
to £29 per patient if it can get 
key information online rather 
than contacting the surgery, 
according to NHS England fig¬ 
ures, with online access costing 
just 8p per patient. 

Healthwatch Enfield joined 
forces with surgeries and patients 
over the last two years to improve the online 
information about primary care services avail¬ 
able in the borough. 

The health group said that two years ago only 
two practices would have earned its quality mark. 

Practices were encouraged to include details of 
out of hours care, complaints procedures and 
details about patient participation groups online. 

The practice website must also be included on 
the NHS Choices listing and give links to online 
repeat prescription services and how to book an 


interpreter for patients. Over the 
last two years the number of 
practices with a website increased 
by a third and details about inter¬ 
preters went up by 69 per cent. 
Volunteers did three audits of the 
websites over the last two years. 

Healthwatch Enfield boss 
Patricia Mecinska said: “We are 
delighted by the response we 
received from the primary care 
providers to improve their online 
information provision.” 

She said it helped free up staff 
for more face-to-face contact 
with patients. 

“If it wasn’t for the commit¬ 
ment of the GP practices, Health¬ 
watch Enfield would not be 
celebrating the launch of its 
quality standard,” she added. 

“We are hopeful that the relationships we have 
established with primary care providers will con¬ 
tribute to further improvements to make Enfield 
the best place for people to access services.” 

Emma Friddin, Healthwatch Enfield’s policy, 
insight and research manager, said: “Online 
booking services are very beneficial and useful 
for patients.” 

Healthwatch Enfield is now working with 
15 other practices to help them with their 
online information.

I N my July article for this 
column, I said that our Brexit 
vote could turn out to be the 
Trump moment in the USA.

One per cent wage cap has cost nurses money 


NURSES across London are calling on 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
scrap the one per cent pay cap when he 
delivers his Autumn Statement on 
November 23. 

The one per cent cap on pay 
increases for public sector workers has 
meant that some nurses have seen their 
pay fall by up to 14 per cent in real 
terms since 2010. In London, NHS 
trusts are facing a recruitment crisis 
and hospitals could soon lack the staff 
needed to provide safe patient care. 

Nurses have told us they struggle to 
cope on their current pay levels and 


feel undervalued, which leads to low 
morale and staff leaving the profession 
for good. Unless the Chancellor takes 
urgent steps to ensure nursing pay 
reflects the complexity and value of 
the role, the nursing profession is 
being led into crisis. Members of the 
Royal College of Nursing are calling 
for the Chancellor to scrap the one per 
cent public sector pay cap for NHS 
staff, award NHS staff with an above- 
inflation pay increase and return to a 
UK-wide pay rate in the NHS

MP Burrowes should

DURING the week that the majority of 
unaccompanied children in Calais 
were at last moved to hopefully safer 
accommodation, the British govern¬ 
ment had little to be proud of. 

Recently, ten Conservative MPs 
signed a letter criticising the govern¬ 
ment for not doing enough to help vul¬ 
nerable child refugees in Calais. The 
letter described the “heartbreaking” 
death of a 14-year-old boy in the 
migrant camp and the “heartbreaking” 
scenes of children living alone in tents 
“at risk of losing their lives”. The sig¬ 
natories urged the Home Secretary to 
do more to work with Prance to safe¬ 
guard the rights of these children. 

The ten signatories of this apparently 
humane letter contributed to the 
shameful defeat in April of the Labour 
Party amendment to the Immigration 
Bill 2016, tabled by Lord Dubs, which 
proposed to offer sanctuary to 3,000 
unaccompanied children festering in 
camps in Europe. Records suggest that 
eight of the letter writers voted against 
the amendment and two failed to vote. 

The argument that accepting chil¬ 
dren who have reached Europe would 


create a “pull factor” for more refugees 
is at best flimsy, and worst cruel. We 
would argue that in the same circum¬ 
stances and when facing intolerable 
conditions, we too would sell our 
worldly goods and risk horrendous jour¬ 
neys in a bid keep our children alive. 

The Labour amendment was defeated 
by just 18 votes. The UK government’s 
failure to intervene to protect 
vulnerable minors has predictably con¬ 
tributed to the deaths of two children 
and to the widely documented physical 
sexual and emotional abuse of hun¬ 
dreds of children who remained aban¬ 
doned in The Jungle. 

We would be very grateful to 
know what the government plans to 
do to redeem itself from this hypocriti¬ 
cal position, and what is the 
Conservative Party going to do to

Endoscopy facility 
opens at hospital

THOUSANDS more patients 
will receive endoscopic exami¬ 
nations for the diagnosis and 
treatment of cancer after a new 
facility was launched at Chase 
Farm Hospital. 

The new service will be 
available for a year at the hos¬ 
pital, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, 
while the endoscopy facilities 
are refurbished at North Mid¬ 
dlesex University Hospital, in 
Sterling Way, Edmonton. 

Endoscopy examination is a 
non-surgical procedure involv¬ 
ing use of a flexible tube which 
has a light and camera on the 
end and allows a patient’s 
digestive tract to be seen on a 
TV monitor. 

The facility is also used for 
diagnosing and treating other 
gastro-intestinal diseases. 

Patients will be seen in the 
Surgicentre at Chase Farm by a 
team of up to 30 doctors, nurses 
and staff. 

About 7,500 endoscopy 


examinations had been carried 
out at North Middlesex and it is 
hoped that the number will rise 
to 10,000 with the new service 
being offered at Chase Farm. 

Claire Lloyd, senior project 
manager at North Middlesex 
University Hospital, said: “We 
will continue to see the most 


complex patients, suspect 
cancer patients and patients 
who need hospital transport at 
North Middlesex. 

“However, apart from these, 
patients who live in north 
Enfield will benefit from hav¬ 
ing a service that is closer to 
their home.”

Delight for primary school 
over reading test results

A PRIMARY school is celebrating 
after being ranked in the top eight 
per cent nationally - for the second 
year in a row. 

Kingfisher Hall Primary 
Academy, in The Ride, Ponders 
End, received a glowing letter of 
praise from the government minis¬ 
ter for school standards Nick Gibb 


congratulating the school on exem¬ 
plary results. 

The school gained a 95 per cent 
pass rate for the statutory Year 1 
phonics test - assessing the reading 
skills of children aged five and six. 

The test involves pupils reading 
40 words aloud to their teacher. 

Half of the words on the test are 
from the dictionary and half are not, 
such as “strom”. 

Mr Gibb said: “Your school is in 


the top eight per cent of all primary 
schools in the country. 

“Thank you for your vital work 
in this area of a child's early educa¬ 
tion and again congratulations to 
you and your staff for all you 
have achieved.” 

Headteacher Emma Breckenridge 
said she was thrilled. 

“Reading has a huge impact on 
children’s learning and develop¬ 
ment which is why early decoding 


skills are so critical,” she said. “As 
a school rated ‘outstanding’ by 
Ofsted we are always striving 
for excellence and we are therefore 
thrilled to get this national recogni¬ 
tion again.” 

Kingfisher Hall was opened in 
September 2012 - the same year the 
phonics test was introduced nation¬ 
ally - under the coalition govern¬ 
ment’s free school initiative by the 
Cuckoo Hall Academies Trust.

THE Chancellor is being urged to 
invest in the West Anglia rail line 
which runs through the eastern side 
of Enfield to help boost the econ¬ 
omy by £15billion a year. 

Enfield North MP Joan Ryan 
wants the government to give the 
green light to investment in the ser¬ 
vice - from Liverpool Street to 
Cambridge - which she said could 
“help Enfield thrive”. 

Her calls come ahead of Philip 
Hammond’s first autumn statement 
next Wednesday (November 23). 

She wants the government to 
invest in the multi-million-pound 
transport scheme. 

She told a Westminster debate 
that she backed the business case 
for more cash to improve capacity 
and performance on the line serv¬ 
ing passengers along the London- 
Stansted-Cambridge corridor. 

The West Anglia Taskforce esti¬ 
mated that upgrading the section of 
track which runs from Coppermill 
Junction, in Walthamstow, through 
Enfield - including stations at Pon¬ 
ders End, Brimsdown and Enfield 
Lock - towards Broxboume with 
four tracks instead of two could 
boost the region’s economy by 
£15bn a year. 

Ms Ryan told MPs on Tuesday 


last week: “Many of my con¬ 
stituents who use the Abellio 
Greater Anglia train service, on the 
West Anglia main line, face cancel¬ 
lations, delays and poor service on 
a daily basis.” 

She said: “Four tracking, as a 
precursor to Crossrail 2, will 
radically improve their experience 
of the railways and provide an 
essential upgrade to our borough's 
infrastructure.” 

Ms Ryan predicted the invest¬ 
ment would give Enfield a boost, 
explaining: “New businesses will 
be attracted to the borough and 
those businesses which are 
already here will want to stay and 
grow, and it will provide a fantastic 
opportunity to unlock housing and 
business potential.” 

The taskforce, which includes 
Enfield Council leader Doug Tay¬ 
lor, wants to see faster journey 
times on routes to Cambridge and 
Stansted, four tracks by the mid- 
2020s and improved services. 

It set out its vision in its final 
report entitled A Strong Case for 
Investment in Rail to Support 
Growth, published last month. 

It also wants investment in the 
routes as “a vital precursor” to 
Crossrail 2, which would link Wim¬ 
bledon, in south London, with Tot¬ 
tenham and New Southgate stations 
by 2033.

Police seek suspect 
after bus sex attacks

POLICE have issued an image of a 
man they want to question in connec¬ 
tion with a string of sexual assualts 
on women bus passengers - one of 
them on the Edmonton stretch of the 
149 bus route 

Detectives believe the suspect, 
pictured right, is responsible for 
carrying out at least five indecent 
assaults on women over a six-month 
period between March and Septem¬ 
ber this year and have appealed 
for anyone who recognises him or 
knows his whereabouts to contact 
them. 

His first victim had just left work 
on March 11 at 6pm having boarded 
a route 341 bus at Kings Cross 
headed towards Tottenham. 

During the journey the suspect, 
who was sitting next to her, touched 
her leg. 

When the bus reached Bruce 
Grove, Tottenham, she switched to a 
149 bound for Fore Steet, Edmonton, 


and noticed that the man had fol¬ 
lowed her on board. 

Concerned, she rang her boyfriend 
to ask him to meet her. The 
suspect appeared to overhear the con¬ 
versation and got off at the next stop. 

Four months later the same man is 
suspected of committing a similar 
sexual assault on a 27-year-old 
woman on the N18 nightbus route 
between Trafalgar Square and Har¬ 
row, in north-west London, and three 
further separate assaults between July 
and September on women, aged 21, 
27, and 31, in Brent, in north-west 
London, on the 226 bus route. 

The man is described as being 
of Middle Eastern appearance, aged 
between 30 to 35 years old, of slim 
build and about 5ft 7ins tall. 

Anyone who recognises the man in 
the CCTV image or has information 
that could help the police investiga¬ 
tion is being asked to contact Detec¬ 
tive Constable Teresa Moore on 
07920 590 261, or, to remain anony¬ 
mous, to call Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111

Lesa said the fashion show brought volunteers 
and patients together. 

She said: “They made some fantastic friends 
and it was great watching them up and down 
the cat walk, growing in confidence and 
having fun.” 

A total of £4,500 was raised from raffle and 
tickets sales and will help the charity, which relies 
on voluntary donations, to provide its services in 
the community. 

“For members who come to the centre, taking 
part in the fashion show was their way of 
giving back - everyone donated a lot of 
their time,” added Lesa.

DIFFERENT strokes for ace drummer Steve 
Taylor could have seen him follow another 
career path as a tap dancer.

THE world would be a better place if 
more people listened to Mozart. 

It’s testament to the enduring popular¬ 
ity of his music that, two-and-a-quarter 
centuries after his death at the age of 35, 
and on a chilly Sunday night in Novem¬ 
ber, Wyllyotts was not far from being sold 
out for this canter through some of his 
most famous works. 

The European Baroque Ensemble, clad 
in period costume complete with wigs, 
joined forces with a trio of soloists to per¬ 
form works from operas including The 
Marriage of Figaro, The Magic Flute, Don 


Giovanni, and Cosi Fan Tutti. Purists 
might perhaps sniff at the concept of a 
Mozart greatest hits package, but the 
result was a two-hour show in which all 
performers amply showcased their abun¬ 
dant talents. 

It was impossible not to be won over by 
charming renditions of Papageno’s Aria, or 
Sull’aria...che soave zeffiretto, for example, 
both delivered with gusto and humour, 
while the well-marshalled musicians kept 
things moving at a rattling pace, enabling 
us to marvel at the exquisite complexity 
of his musical arrangements. 

Amadeus himself would surely have 
approved.

A DA, in Silver Street, Enfield Town, serves 
up generous portions of dishes from 
eastern Turkey. 

There is a wide range of vegetarian, grilled fish 
and meats to choose from. 

And each dish consists of fresh ingredients - 
such as homemade hummus and flatbread. 

After more than 30 years of working at 
restaurants across London, owner and chef 
AN Aksu has perfected his own marinades and 
sauces to create authentic Mediterranean 
flavours. 

A vibrant atmosphere greeted us as we 
walked through the door on a Friday evening at 
7pm - a mixture of diners, with large parties, 
groups and couples. 

The focus is on the freshness of the food, but 
equally pleasing to the eye is the setting - well- 
lit with pictures of Turkish landscapes dotted 
around the restaurant, with wooden flooring. Not 
too overdone, but pleasant. 

The waiters are friendly and attentive. 



We began our meal by tucking into deep-fried 
calamari (squid) and mucver - deep-fried frit¬ 
ters made from courgettes, feta cheese, dill, 
herbs and flour. 

The starters were a good combination - the 
calamari was surprisingly tender and the fritters 
were packed full of flavour. 

For the main course, we were recommended 


the chef’s special for two, which we shared - 
and a generous platter was presented before us. 

It consisted of two lamb chops, a skewer of 
chicken and lamb shish, chicken wings and an 
adana kebab (minced lamb). 

Cooked on the charcoal grill, the meat was 
flavoursome and succulent. 

A fresh tomato and cucumber medley with a 


house salad accompanied the dish - as well as 
cous cous, rice and homemade chilli sauce, 
cacik (cucumber, yoghurt and herb dip), 
hummus and flat bread. 

It was an absolute feast and very good value 
for money - a generous platter for any meat 
lover but enough to feed three people , so make 
sure you visit with a hearty appetite!

; BEASTS AND WHERETO FIND THEM (12A, 133 mins)

T HE pixie dust may have settled on Harry Potter’s cataclysmic 
battle with Lord Voldemort, but author J.K. Rowling isn’t 
ready to cast an Evanesco vanishing spell on her world of 
warring wizards just yet. 

Inspired by a faux textbook, written in 2001 to benefit Comic 
Relief, Fantastic Beasts And Where To Find Them is a rollicking 
spin-off set several decades before the escapades of the boy wiz¬ 
ard. It’s also the first film penned for the screen by Rowling and 
is a surprisingly bleak affair about tolerance, prejudice and inte¬ 
gration that strikes an ominous chord following the racially divi¬ 
sive rhetoric of the US presidential election. 

“I know you have rather backwards laws about relations 
with non-magic people,” magizoologist Newt Scamander 
(Eddie Redmayne) tells an American counterpart. 

Tensions between No-Majs (the clunky Americanism for 
Muggles) and spell-casting folk underpin every scene of 
k David Yates’ visually sumptuous picture. 

As origin stories go, Fantastic Beasts... is a crowd¬ 
pleasing doozy. Zealots called the Second Salemers, 
led by Mary Lou Barebone (Samantha Morton) and 
her adopted son Credence (Ezra Miller), preach hell 
and damnation in 1926 New York following a reign of 
terror perpetrated by dark wizard Gellert Grindelwald 
(Johnny Depp). 

Newt arrives in the Big Apple at the height of this 
I paranoia, carrying an enchanted suitcase with hidden 
pocket dimensions full of endangered critters. 

A No-Maj called Jacob Kowalski (Dan Fogler) acciden- 
' tally picks up Newt’s luggage and releases otherworldly 
species in breach of the Statute of Secrecy. 

Beasties go on the rampage and Newt attempts to recap- 
^ ture them aided by Jacob, a former Auror called Porpentina 
! Goldstein (Katherine Waterston) and her mind-reading sister 
Queenie (Alison Sudol). 

Percival Graves (Colin Farrell), director of magical security, 
is convinced that Newt’s illegally imported creatures are 
responsible for a brutal attack. He declares war on the 
fugitives in a city where dark forces are gathering. 
Redmayne is a charmingly ill-at-ease hero, whose unerring ded¬ 
ication to creatures in his care draws fond parallels with Hagrid. 

The beasts are a menagerie of the weird and wondrous, includ¬ 
ing an emotionally needy woodland biped called a Bowtruckle 
and a long-snouted burrowing mammal called a Niffler.

CURRENTLY sitting at the top of the 
DS Automobile line-up, the new DS 
3 Performance Black is the French 
manufacturer’s attempt at a hot hatch. 

It shares the same 1.6-litre tur¬ 
bocharged petrol engine and limited 
slip-differential as the Peugeot 208 
GTI, yet is dressed up in a chintzier 
frock. With the matte black paint and 
gold wing mirrors that featured on 
our test car, the DS Performance 
Black is a fairly mean-looking thing. 

Adding to its sporting credentials 
are massively flared wheel arches, an 
aggressive-looking body kit, black 18- 
inch alloy wheels and twin exhaust 
pipes. The car also featured the 
optional DS Performance Exterior 
Graphic Kit for added visual impact. 

Altogether, these styling features 
make for a car that is certainly impos¬ 
ing to look at. To some, they might 
make the DS 3 Performance look 
rather tacky and over-styled, but then 



again, isn’t that part of the fun of 
owning a hot hatchback? 

In the cabin, the Performance is 
much the same as the regular DS 3, 
save for the massive bucket seats. 

While these certainly look the part 
on a car that has been designed to be 
an engaging and exciting driving 
machine, in reality they don’t quite 
provide the right amount of support. 

This means you’re thrown around 
a bit when pushing the car through 
comers. 

DS has also thrown in some mock 
carbon-fibre panelling on the steer¬ 
ing wheel and doors, while the dash 
was the same gold colour as our test 
car’s wing mirrors. Again, this might 
come across as bad taste to some, but 
it seemed to fit the character of the 
DS 3 Performance rather well. 

The car’s appearance certainly 
attracts a fair deal of attention from 
other motorists on the road. If you’re 
after a hot hatch that likes to shout 
about the fact it has a more power 



than its regular siblings, you’ll likely 
find the DS 3 Performance a more 
appealing prospect than some of its 
more understated rivals. 

For a hot hatch that’s packing a 
considerable 207bhp under the hood, 
the DS 3 Performance Black doesn’t 
feel as fast as its numbers might sug¬ 
gest. Sure it’s quick, but the manner 
in which it picks up speed isn’t terri¬ 
bly exciting - especially when you 
compare it to the rather savage nature 
of the Peugeot 208 GTI by Peugeot 
Sport, with which it shares its 1.6- 
litre THP engine. Another sticking 
point is the fact the Peugeot sounds 
fantastic, while the DS 3 just doesn’t. 

Thanks to the absence of a proper 
roof, the DS 3 Cabrio isn’t terribly 
composed over bumpier surfaces 
either. It has a slight tendency to 
shudder and groan over any piece of 
road that isn’t absolutely smooth, 
which are unfortunately few and far 
between in the UK. 

Sadly, this doesn’t end the DS 3’s 


list of woes. In what seems to be a 
common factor of all DS cars, the 
driving position is incredibly awk¬ 
ward. It seems that the French manu¬ 
facturer is determined to build cars 
for people who have incredibly long 
arms and stumps for legs. 

The good news is that the DS 3 is 
pretty sweet through the corners. 
There is an abundance of grip and the 
Torsen limited-slip differential works 
well to keep you on the road and 
helps to minimise understeer that can 
often plague cars of this nature. 

With an asking price of £25,295, 
the DS 3 Performance Black Cabrio 
isn’t exactly the cheapest hot hatch. 
A top-of-the-line Ford Fiesta ST is 
significantly cheaper, costing 
£20,495. While it may not be as pow¬ 
erful as the DS 3, it’s one of the best 
hot hatchbacks currently on the mar¬ 
ket. A Fiesta ST200, which is priced 
similarly to the hard-top DS 3 Perfor¬ 
mance Black, could make for an even 
more tempting choice.

ERIC DIER has hailed Tottenham 
Hotspur full-backs Kyle Walker and 
Danny Rose after they played key 
roles in helping England beat Scot¬ 
land in their World Cup qualifier at 
Wembley Stadium. 

Dier joined his two Spurs team¬ 
mates in the starting line-up for 
Friday’s clash, which saw Walker and 
Rose catch the eye with their attack¬ 
ing play - providing the crosses for 
England’s first and second goals 
respectively in a 3-0 win. 

But Dier insisted he was not sur¬ 
prised by their displays, believing it 
was simply a reward for the hard 
work they put in at club level. 

“They are unbelievable physically, 
no-one can match them,” he said.

“They then show the same form 
in international football as well, 
which is great for Tottenham and 
England. I’m delighted for them, 
they were fantastic. 

“I’d heard a lot about England 
games against Scotland, and I really 
enjoyed it. I thought it was a good 
performance. 

“We didn’t start well at the begin¬ 
ning of the first half or the second 
half, but we got into it both times 
and after that we were good. 

“It was an important win, espe¬ 
cially with only one qualifier this 
break and after drawing the last 
game. Everyone is happy.” 

Meanwhile, striker Harry Kane 
was released back to Tottenham from 
the England squad ahead of last 
night’s friendly with Spain to work 
on his fitness. 

Kane returned from a seven-week 


injury lay-off for Spurs’ Premier 
League match against Arsenal ear¬ 
lier this month and lasted for more 
than 70 minutes before being taken 
off. 

However, with the striker still not 
fully match fit, he was an unused 
substitute against Scotland and 
England interim manager Gareth 
Southgate felt that Kane would be 
best served by returning to his club 


side to help him return to full fitness. 

Southgate said: “Harry reported 
to us last week having not played a 
full game for some seven weeks, but 
Tottenham were more than happy 
for him to come with us. 

“It was never really my intention 
to start him in a game and I think it’s 
important he gets a different training 
programme to what we’ve had over 
the last couple of days. 


“Once we’d assessed our injury 
status and the fact that we were fine 
and covered for the Spain game, the 
sessions that we’re doing aren’t what 
Harry needs at this time after having 
had such a long injury lay-off.” 

Tottenham Hotspur return to action 
after the international break by host¬ 
ing West Ham United on Saturday, 
looking to end a run of four succes¬ 
sive draws in the Premier League.
